In response to an appear from 
the Rev . John J. Burke, general 
secretary of the National Catho­ 
lic Welfare Conference, the de­ 
partment adv ised th at all mis­ 
sionaries be withdrawn at once 
from southern Kiangsi, the pro­ 
v ince in which Kangshow is lo­ 
cated, and stay away -until safe 
I conditions are restored." 
The Kangshow mission was es­ 
tablished by the Vincentian or­ 
der, the head of which is the Rev . 
Robert A. Lennon of St. Joseph s 
college, Emmetsburg, Maryland. 
Bishop J. A. O’Shea, of Deep Ri­ 
v er. Connecticut, is head of the 
mission.

FARM HOME THREATENED 


Newcastle, Ind., March 22—-(/P) 
—Police today were seeking three 
bandits who yesterday held up 
the Kennard state bank, at K en­ 
nard. eight miles west of here, 
shot and wounded Charles Pier­ 
son, 53-year-old cashier, and es­ 
caped in a maroon colored road­ 
ster without obtaining any of the 
bank's funds. 
The men, who escaped in a 
maroon-colored 
roadster, 
had 
been seen driv ing about the town 
for 
sev eral 
hours before the 
holdup. 
Two of them entered 
the bank while the third 
re­ 
mained in the car. 
One of the men pointed a gun 
at Pierson and commanded him 
to put up his hands, but before 
the cashier could obev the gun 
discharged and Pierson fell to 
the floor. Pierson said he pulled 
the v ault door around to pro­ 
tect himself and reached back 
for 
his 
rev olv er. 
When 
he 
turned again the man had fled. 
Pierson’s condition is not be­ 
liev ed to be serious. 
Pierson said th a t he expected 
the men after shooting him, to 
enter the cage and get the mon­ 
ey but they left when the gun 
fired. They were last seen trav ­ 
eling south out of Kennard at a 
high rate of speed. 
The Kennard bank, a subsidi­ 
ary of the Citizens State bank of 
Newcastle, was held up and rob­ 
bed on September 23, 19 28. Pier­ 
son and his wife were together 
in the bank on th at occasion. 
Sev eral hundred dollars was ob­ 
tained.

Washington, March 22—i/P)—A 
meeting of the executiv e com­ 
mittee of the republican national 
committee to be called soon is 
expected to furnish an opportun­ 
ity for a discussion of the activ i­ 
ties of Chairman Claudius Hus­ 
ton in using funds collected for 
the Tennessee riv er improv ement 
in stock m arket transactions. 
A growing restlessness in re­ 
publican ranks caused by Hus­ 
ton's 
announced 
intention 
of 
siicking to his post as national 
party chairm an is apparent, par­ 
ticularly with the biennial con­ 
gressional elections not many 
months distant. 
This may find an expression in 
conferences with republican con­ 
gressional leaders which Presi-' 
dent Hoov er is planning for the 
next few days and it is expected 
too that it will be reflected in the 
j 
coming meeting of the executiv e 
committee. 
This session is to be called for 
the purpose of selecting a succes­ 
sor for Representativ e Franklin 
Fort of New Jersey who resigned 
sev eral months ago as secretary 
of the national committee. Hus­ 
ton is expected to preside, and 
thus will be enabled to discuss 
the situation with 
the 
party 
leaders. 
Speculation ev er the possibility 
of Huston’s resignation contin­ 
ued today and the belief persists 
th at ultimately he will rev erse 
his decision and withdraw from 
the national chairmanship. Some 
republican leaders hav e express­ 
ed the v iew th at he should separ ­ 
ate himself from the party, at 
least during the remainder of the 
inv estigation of the senate lobby 
committee which disclosed his 
stock market activ ities and has 
not yet completed its inquiry. 
The natonal executiv e com­ 
mittee nominally selects the na­ 
tional chairman, although its ac­ 
tion is generally a confirmation 
of the selection of the president. 
This was true in the election of 
Huston and his predecessor Dr. 
Hubert Work. 
Already, there is some discus­ 
sion of who Huston's successor 
might be. Senator Watson, the 
republican leader, is prominently 
mentioned as is also Senator 
Moses of New Hampshire, and 
Walter Newton, the president’s 
executiv e secretary. 
Testimony 
before 
the 
lobby 
committee disclosed th at Huston 
collected $36,100 from the Union 
Carbide Company for the Ten- 
nesee riv er improv ement asso­ 
ciation which was interested in 
Muscle Shoals legislation. This 
money, receiv ed in two checks 
was deposited with a New York 
brokerage firm and used partial­ 
ly to cov er a marginal stock m ar­ 
ket account. It also dev eloped 
th at at the time of the deposit 
ther was an indebtedness of $19 ,- 
381 in Huston's account at the 
brokerage house.

OUR NATIONAL FUTURE. 
While Americans as a general rule have con­ 
fidence 
in the future of their country despi.e 
the vanorings of a lew pessimists of in ternation ­ 
alist mind, it is of particular interest s t ibis 
time, following the crash in our stock m arket of 
a few m onths ago and the slump which followed 
it, to note the opinion of Europeans c*n the fu ­ 
ture of the American continent. 
Some such 
opinion was expressed recently in a circmai is­ 
sued on American securities by B aek n asto r and 
Moore, members of the Senior 
Stock Exchange 
at London. 
This circular sets out a compaiison 
of the situation in America and G reat Britain 


and advises the custom ers of the firm to sell their 
British securities and buy good American stocks 
of an industrial nature. 
As quoted by the New 
York Times this British circular says in part: 
“Industrial prosperity in England is muc hm ore 
th a n temporarily depressed. 
We are some way 
down the road of a long decline, at the end of 
which we shall find our relative industrial posi­ 
tion entirely different from w hat it was in the 
nineteenth century. 
“On the basis of this view, wo would sell the 
shares of 
almost all British 
industrial com ­ 
panies operating at home, particularly the shaics 
of the older industries. 
“Prosperity 
depends 
upon 
growth. 
-The 
economic, political and climatic advantages ol 
the United States and Canada, during the next 
few decades, will be so overwhelmingly great th a t 
these countries offer the most attractive field for 
investment. 
There is room for immense exp an­ 
sion and the desire for it. 
W ealth is the m ain 
objective, the pace will be hot and the profit 
high.” 
Americans of course wTill find no com foit in 
the gloomy view as to British possibilities. 
We 
would much prefer to have G reat B ritain and the 
ether nations of Europe prosperous, writh theii 
unem ploym ent problems settled. 
This would be 
good, of course, not only for Europe, but for 
America and the rest of the world, too. 
But we 
can at least find great satisfaction in the prophe­ 
cy as to the future of America. 
Too often we do not appreciate the boundless 
resources which n ature has given us and of 
which we are m aking an increasingly full use, 
under the American system of private enterprise 
and individual progress. 
While there may have j 
been some tem porary advantages in selling Uncle 
Sam short during last October ai

Washington, March 22—UP)—A 


meeting of the executive com- 
mittee of the republican national 
committee to be called soon is 
expected to furnish an opportun- 
ity for a discussion of the activi- 
ties of Chairman Claudius Hus- 
ton in using funds collected for 
the Tennessee river improvement 
in stock market transactions. 


A growing restlessness in re- 


publican ranks caused by Hus- 
ion's announced intention of 
sucking to his post as national 
party chairman is apparent, par- 
ticularly with the biennial con- 
gressional elections not many 
nonths distant. 


This may find an expression in 


jonferences with republican con- 
gressional leaders which Presi-' 
dent Hoover is planning for the 
next few days and it is expected 
too that it will be reflected in the 
coming meeting of the executive 
jommittee. 


This session is to be called for 


the purpose of selecting a succes- 
sor for Representative Franklin 
Fort of New Jersey who resigned 
several months ago as secretary 
of the national committee. Hus- 
ton is expected to preside, and 
thus will be enabled to discuss 
the situation with the party 
[eaders. 


Speculation ever the possibility 


of Huston's resignation contin- 
ued today and the belief persists 
that ultimately he will reverse 
his decision and withdraw from 
the national chairmanship. Some 
republican leaders have express- 
ed the view that he should separ- 
ate himself from the party, at 
least during the remainder of the 
investigation of the senate lobby 
committee which disclosed his 
stock market activities and has 
not yet completed its inquiry. 


The natonal executive com- 


mittee nominally selects the na- 
tional chairman, although its ac- 
tion is generally a confirmation 
of the selection of the president. 
This was true in the election of 
Huston and his predecessor Dr. 
Hubert Work. 


Already, there is some discus- 


sion of who Huston's successor 
might be. Senator Watson, the 
republican leader, is prominently 
mentioned as is :also Senator 
Moses of New Hampshire, and 
Walter Newton, the president's 
executive secretary. 


Testimony before the lobby 


committee disclosed that,Huston 
collected $36,100 from the Union 
Carbide Company for the Ten- 
nesee river improvement asso- 
ciation which was interested in 
Muscle Shoals legislation. This 
money, received in two checks 
was deposited with a New York 
brokerage firm and used partial- 
ly to cover a marginal stock mar- 
ket account. It also developed 
that at the tune of the deposit 
ther was an indebtedness of $19,- 
381 in Huston's account at the 
brokerage house.

OUR NATIONAL FUTURE. 


Wlii'e Americans as a genera! rule have con- 


fidence 
in the luture of their country despite 


the vaporinss of a few pessimists of internation- 
alist mind, it is of particular interest at this 
tims, following the crash in our stock market of 
a lew months ago and the slump which followed 
it, to note the opinion of Europeans on the fu- 
ture of the American continent. 
Some such 


opinion wns express;d recently in a circular is- 
sued on Ar.irrio.an s?curities by Buckraastcr and 
Moore, members of the Senior Stock Exchange 
at London. Tins circular sets out a comparison 
of the situation in America and Great Britain 


and advises the customers of the firm to sell their 
British securities and buy good American stocks 
of an industrial nature. As quoted by the New 
York Times this British circular says in part: 


"Industrial prosperity in England is muc hmore 


than temporarily depressed. We are some way 
down the road of a long decline, at the end of 
which we shall find our relative industrial posi- 
tion entirely .different from what it was in the 
nineteenth century. 


"On the basis of this view, we would ssll the 


shares of almost all British industrial com- 
panies operating at home, particularly the shares 
of the older industries. 


"Prosperity 
depends upon growth. 
^/The 


economic, political and climatic advantages of 
the United States and Canada, during the next 
few decades, will be so overwhelmingly great that 
these countries offer the most attractive field for 
investment. 
There is room for immense expan- 


sion and the desire for it. Wealth is the main 
objective, the pace will be hot and the profit 
high." 


Americans of course will find no comfort in 


the gloomy view as to British possibilities. We 
would much prefer to have Great Britain and the 
ether nations of Europe prosperous, with their 
unemployment problems settled. This would be 
good, of course, not only for Europe, but for 
America and the rest of the world, too. But we 
can at least find great satisfaction in the prophe- 
cy as to the future of America. 


Too often we do not appreciate the boundless 


resources which nature has given us and of 
which we are making an increasingly full use, 
under the American system of private enterprise 
and individual progress. While there may have 
been some temporary advantages in selling Uncle 
Sam short during last October and November, 
that time is past and we are now ready for the 
long pull up hill again. Certainly we ought to 
have the same old confidence in the future of 
our country, and even greater confidence, now 
that the nation has withstood the shock of stock 
market liquidation and is ready for constructive 
action again.

Beaver, otter and mink skins, 
even at that early date, brought 
good prices and by water found 
their way to Pittsburgh, St. Louis 
and New Orleans. 


The raiment of the settler and 


wife, were somewhat crude anclj 
strictly homemade. The mother 
broke and hackled the flax, spun 
and dyed the thread,' wove the 
cloth and cut and sewed the gar- 
ments. Where did she get the 
dyes? Black walnut bark and 
hulls from the nut, soft maple 
and oak bark and from many 
other natural sources. Few ar-( 
tides were dyed. Flax ante-dates 
wool and formed part of the 
agricultural output, while sheep 
came much later. Pride of dress 
was an unknown quantity ai 
that day and -store clothes" if 
known at all, were only for Sun- 
day. Buckskin was used by men 
for pants and hunting shirt and 
were impervious to thorns and 
briars. 


Well we don't want the world 


to retrograte to primeval times, 
but it is surely food for reflection 
to study and learn how our an- 
cestors evolved this great and 
beautiful land.
